Spiralling costs and the 
dwindling numbers of 
members have been blamed 
for the closure. 

More than 100 people 
turned up on Saturday night 
to bid a fond farewell to the 
community venue. 

It has hosted bingo ses¬ 
sions, meetings, car boot 
sales and other functions. 

Generations 

One of the most loyal sup¬ 
porters of the club is Minnie 
White, aged 83, of Hilton 
Close. She has attended the 
club over the past 54 years 
along with four generations 
of her family. 

“We’ve had some really 
really happy times here,” 
said the great-grandmother- 
of-13, wiping the tears from 
her eyes. “I don’t know 
where I’ll go now.” 

“It used to be chockablock 
in this place but the atmos¬ 
phere now has completely 
changed,” she added. 

“Everyone used to know 
each other.” 

The building was being 
boarded up this week after 
closing its doors for the final 
time on Sunday evening. 

But the Bloxwich branch 
of the Royal British Legion 
is unaffected by the social 
club’s closure.

COUNCIL IN TALKS 
ON 20MPH LIMITS

MORE 20mph restrictions could be imposed in residential 
areas across Walsall borough in a bid to slow down traffic 
and also to improve safety for pedestrians. 

A review of speed limits has been launched by Walsall Council which has seen 24 requests 
for action on roads across the borough in the last three years. Around £25,000 has been set 
aside to assess the impact of signed 20mph zones and speed limits around the borough. 

Transport chief Councillor Tom Ansell said concerns had been raised about speeding 
motorists but stressed reductions would have to be ratified by the Department for Trans¬ 
port. He added that 20mph zones had already proved successful in some areas.

Motorists toi 
face delays 
for months 

DRIVERS will face delays over a period of 
up to 18 months as a £26 million road 
improvement scheme gets under way in 
Walsall. 

Bentley Road South in Darlaston will be 
closed while work is carried out to build a 
replacement bridge to cope with extra 
traffic. It is the first phase of work in the 
long-awaited road scheme designed to 
unlock vacant industrial land in Darlaston 
and Bentley and create thousands of jobs. 

Road chiefs said motorists would face 
diversions and 18 months of disruption but 
promised the long-term benefits of the work 
would be worth it. 

Contractors Birse are due to close off the 
road for work this Sunday. The road 
upgrade work also ties in with the creation 
of the 40-acre Black Country Enterprise 
Zone in Darlaston. 

Councillor Tom Ansell, Walsall’s trans¬ 
port boss, said “We will have to close the 
bridge off in conjunction with the rail com¬ 
panies. 

“We are lowering the road, strengthening 
the bridge and then we have also got to do 
some other work associated with the 
roadway going through Darlaston, so we’re 
taking the opportunity to shut the road. 

“I’m very pleased to see this work hap¬ 
pening. It is key for unlocking the land in 
that area for redevelopment. 

“The length of the road closure will be 
outweighed by the long term benefits.” 


;he 20mph zones being created. We have got 
some areas in the past where we have done 
20mph zones. It does give people more con¬ 
fidence they can get about safer without 
speeding traffic.” 

The majority of calls for improvements 
have been for traffic calming or reduced 
speed limits. The most recent requests for 
action have included for a one-way system in 
Hannah Road, Darlaston. 

Walsall Council has 20mph limits in place 
on 550 roads, covering around 18 per cent of 
the total streets in the borough. 

Steps have already been taken to slow 
down drivers on some of the borough’s main 
routes. The 40mph speed limit was cut to 
30mph along Wolverhampton Road, which 
links the town centre to Junction 10 of the 
M6, and Sutton Road which runs from the 
Broadway to Pheasey. 

Congestion 

The limit was also lowered from 60mph to 
40mph along Norton Road from Yorks 
Bridge to the Staffordshire boundary. 

It comes as council chiefs are looking at 
major road projects. Up to £25 million could 
be pumped into improving the road network 
around junction 10 of the M6 in a bid to 
increase traffic flow. 

One of the options could see carriageways 
widened to ease congestion towards the 
town centre and the proposed Darlaston 
Enterprise Zone. 

The motorway is regularly used by 
160,000 motorists a day and traffic can build 
up around Wolverhampton Road and the 
Black Country Route. 

A further £10m will be ploughed into 
Lichfield Road, a main route between the 
town centre and Brownhills, under the 
initial plans. 

It could see signalised junctions created, 
edestrian crossing points added and better 
us stops installed. 

Areas earmarked for improvements 
include the Mellish Road roundabout, along 
with the Salters Road and Shire Oak traffic 
lights.

WALSALL Manor has 
“really struggled to cope” 
with demand in its Accident 
& Emergency department, 
its chief executive admitted, 
as figures revealed admis¬ 
sions had increased by 
almost 3,000 patients com¬ 
pared to last year. 

The number of people 
requiring urgent care 
between last April and Feb¬ 
ruary this year rose by an 
average of more than 220 a 
month, new figures reveal. 

It comes as the hospital 
faces more pressures in its 
A&E department because of 
the proposed downgrade of 
Stafford and Cannock Hos¬ 
pitals. 

Wolverhampton’s New 
Cross Hospital will also have 
to take on extra patients.

£ 14,000 
fraud on 
pharmacy 
business 

A FINANCE controller 
pocketed more than £14,000 
from a pharmacy where he 
worked by altering 20 sepa¬ 
rate cheques, a court heard. 

Michael Bull, of Bloxwich, 
stole the cash while working 
at Jhoots Pharmacy’s head 
office in Darlaston, Walsall 
Magistrates Court heard 
last week. 

Mrs Rachael Smith, prose¬ 
cuting, said the 30-year-old 
worked in the company’s 
finance department and one 
of his duties was filling out 
cheques to pay suppliers. 

The cheques would then 
be signed by the firm’s man¬ 
aging director but after¬ 
wards Bull would erase the 
correct payee details and 
replace it with M Bull or T 
Millington, his wife’s 
maiden name. 

Altered 

He was caught when a 
supplier contacted the 
company requesting 

payment on an invoice in 
January this year. It 
emerged the cheque, which 
had been signed to pay them, 
had been altered and an 
internal investigation was 
carried out at Jhoots Phar¬ 
macy. It was found that a 
total of 20 cheques had been 
falsified and Bull had stolen 
a total of £14,196.05. 

Mrs Smith said the first 
five had been changed to pay 
M Bull, while the following 
15 had been altered to pay T 
Millington. 

Mrs Smith said: “He was 
in a position of trust within 
the finance department and 
he breached that trust.” 

Bull, of Harden Road, 
pleaded guilty to a charge of 
fraud by abuse of position 
and another of concealing 
criminal property, dating 
back to between January 
and December last year. 

Magistrates committed 
the case to Wolverhampton 
Crown Court for sentence on 
April 29. Bull was released 
on unconditional bail until 
then.

“It will be a bright, contemporary 
addition to the town’s leisure facilities 
and is in an ideal position to attract 
people at all times of the day.

“It will boost the town’s regenera¬ 
tion and bring up to 200 jobs for local 
people with many more created during 
the construction programme.” 

He added: “It will be an iconic 


gateway statement to the town 
centre.” 

An application was submitted to 
Walsall Council and is due to be consid¬ 
ered in May. If approved, work will 
start on the site within three months. 

Plans are also in the pipeline for a 
development at Walsall Waterfront 
which will feature a nine-screen Odeon 
cinema, bars and restaurants. 

Walsall town centre has not had a 
picture house since the Cannon 
Cinema in Park Street closed down in 
1993. 


Body cameras to be used in 
a crackdown on litterbugs 


HEAD and body cameras will be trialled by 
enforcement staff in Walsall to catch litter¬ 
bugs who dump rubbish. The 30-day trial will 
begin at the end of this month. 

It is part of a raft of measures being considered to clean 
up the borough, as it emerged cleaning the streets of Walsall 
is costing £1.75 million a year. 


Cameras are being tried oi 
capture footage which could 
go on to be used as evidence 
in prosecutions. 

All park rangers will also 
be trained in issuing fixed 
penalty notices to people 
who drop litter or cause 
anti-social behaviour in 
parks. 

Councillor Zahid Ali, 
cabinet member for public 
protection, said: “The intro¬ 
duction of head and body 
cameras is something we are 
interested in exploring to 
see if it supports officers to 
compile the evidence needed 
to pursue action against 
offenders and also act as a 
deterrent. 

Decide 

“We will be undertaking a 
30-day borough wide trial of 
head and body cameras, 
starting at the end of April, 
to evaluate their effective¬ 
ness and decide if this is 
something we wish to move 
forward with.” 

The trial of head and body 
cameras will be free for the 
month long trial. If success¬ 
ful, 16 officers would be 
equipped with cameras, 
costing £2,366 for head cams 
and £2,982 for body cams. 

More than 20 people were 
given £80 bills and five face 
prosecution as part of the 
crackdown on littering in 
Walsall. 

Council enforcement offi¬ 
cers investigated almost 80 
complaints of litter in the 
last 12 months as bosses 
seek to clean up the town.

report for 2012/13 has 
shown more than a dozen 
patrols were carried out.

In his report David Elring- 
ton, area manager for envi¬ 
ronmental health, said: 
“Enforcement officers 
investigated 78 complaints 
about litter. They conducted 
16 joint litter patrols with 
the police in Walsall town 
centre, Aldridge, Caldmore, 
Bloxwich, Willenhall and 
Brownhills which resulted 
in the issue of 23 fixed 
penalty notices and two 
juvenile warning letters to 
parents. 

“There are currently five 
pending prosecutions in 
respect of littering 
offences.” 

He added: “The maximum 
fine for a litter offence is 
£2,500. However, the council 
may issue a fixed penalty as 
an alternative to prosecu¬ 
tion. In Walsall fixed penal¬ 
ties for litter are set at £80.” 

Walsall Council is plan¬ 
ning to increase patrols at 
‘grot spots’. Businesses will 
also be urged to put up wall 
ash trays to stop cigarettes 
being dropped. 

Meanwhile, around 14 
tons of waste was cleared in 
Walsall during a clean up 
exercise around the Green- 
rock Estate. It involved 
enforcement officers, 
Walsall Housing Group, 
Street Pride police and 
borough’s Litter Hit squad.

Trains departed when 
the Beeching Axe fell 


IT’S 50 years since the 
Beeching Axe swung down 
on Britain’s railways. 


Pelsall 


When Richard Beeching was head¬ 
hunted from ICI to become the first 
head of the new British Railways 
board in 1961, most people realised a 
big shake-up was in the offing. 

But even so, nobody saw this 
coming. Beeching’s report, The 
Reshaping of British Railways, called 
for more than half of Britain’s 
railway stations to close, and nearly a 
third of Britain’s train lines. 

And the Black Country, including 
Walsall, was hit as hard as anywhere. 
Some of the closures were inevitable 
but Beeching went further, much 
further. 

While most people expected that 
some of the smaller towns would lose 
their rail links, he proposed the 
closure of all passenger services to 
Dudley and Walsall. 

Cannock, Aldridge and Wednes- 
bury would also lose their stations, 
along with Darlaston, West 
Bromwich and Great Bridge. 

Operates 

In total, Beeching proposed the 
closure of nearly 2,000 stations 
across the UK, with the loss of 5,000 
miles of railway track and 40,600 
jobs. 

Four months earlier, Anthony 
Thomas became one of the country’s 
youngest station masters when he 
took over Ettingshall Road and 
Bilston station. Beeching proposed 
that his station should close too. 

There were one or two stations that 
got away. Walsall station never did 
close, and to this day operates serv¬ 
ices to Wolverhampton. 

At the time he took over, Britain’s 
railways were a mish-mash of dis¬ 
jointed services which had been set 
up by small entrepreneurs in Victo-

A WINDING path through the woodland is all that is left of 
Pelsall’s once bustling railway station, 48 years after it fell 
victim to the Beeching axe. The station was originally operated 
by South Staffordshire Railway, as part of a route that ran from 
Wolverhampton to Burton. The line was then taken over by 
LNWR, before being absorbed into the London Midland & 
Scottish in 1923. Along with the other stations on the line, it 
closed in 1965, but the route continued to operate for through 
traffic until 1983, 20 years after Beeching. 

He had wanted all services to Walsall to end, but while the 
planned closure of the Birmingham line never went ahead, 
there was no reprieve for the Pelsall route. Today the old track- 
bed forms part of a nature walk between Walsall and Brown- 
hills, but there is no hint of the site’s past. The station’s dem¬ 
olition total, and trees grow where the platform once stood.

TODAY, a few bricks are all that remain of Aldridge station. 
Aside from the occasional rumble of a passing goods train, 
there is little to hint that this was once the bustling junction 
where the Castle Bromwich-to-Walsall route met the Brown- 
hills branch line. The station opened with the Walsall and 
Midland Junction railway in 1872. 

The Brownhills branch was added 10 years later, initially for 
goods services only, with passenger services coming a couple 
of years later. The station closed when passenger services 
ended in 1965, and has since been completely demolished. 

As well as the double-gabled station building, there was 
also a goods shed, the site of which is now occupied by an 
industrial site and housing estate. In recent years there has 
been talk of reinstating passenger services and building a new 
station, but the funding has yet to be secured. 


rian times. 

At the same time, post-war 
Britain saw considerable expansion 
in car ownership, and by 1961, 
British Railways was reported to be 
losing £300,000 every day - or 
around £5.4 million if you adjust for 
inflation. 

While most people recognised that 
modernisation was necessary, 
nobody was prepared for the cuts 
which Beeching proposed.But he 


was not just an axeman. He recom¬ 
mended heavy investment in the 
remaining lines, which ultimately 
resulted in the electrification of the 
Wolverhampton to Birmingham 
line, but his proposals to invest in 
improved bus services to replace the 
lost railways were ignored by succes¬ 
sive governments of both political 
parties. 

And while the cuts did save 
money, Beeching never did succeed 


in stemming the huge losses of Bri¬ 
tish Railways, with the closure of 
branch lines meaning that fewer 
people used the remaining routes. 

Transport Minister Barbara 
Castle effectively conceded the rail¬ 
ways would always need some kind 
of public subsidy in the pages of the 
1968 Transport Act. 

Today, most of the talk surrounds 
which of the Beeching cuts can be 
reversed. The stations at Cannock 


and Hednesford reopened during 
the 1980s, and there are further 
plans to reinstate many of the serv¬ 
ices that were lost. 

Proposals have also been drawn 
up to reopen the Stourbridge- 
Dudley-Walsall line for use by a new 
generation of “tram trains”, which 
can run on both conventional rail 
tracks and tramlines in town 
centres.

School-run bus boss did not have licence 


A BOSS of a minibus hire firm who was 
caught driving children to a school in 
Walsall without a valid operator’s licence 
has been handed a court bill of more than 
£340. 

The Ford 16-seater vehicle, which was fer¬ 
rying pupils to Mary Elliot School, was 
inspected by officers from the Vehicle and 
Operator Services Agency in Leamore Lane 
on October 29 last year, Walsall Magistrates 
Court heard last week. 

Mr James Phillips, prosecuting on behalf 
of VOS A, said during the roadside check 
Amjid Parveez, from Hotline Minibuses, 


confirmed he was the owner and operator of 
the vehicle. However, it was discovered the 
operator’s licence on display was in the 
name of the 35-year-old’s brother-in-law, 
Mohammed Hanif, who previously owned 
the business. If a vehicle is designed or 
adapted to carry nine or more passengers 
and does so for hire or reward it must have 
a public service vehicle operator’s licence. 

The licences are regulated by independ¬ 
ent traffic commissioners and make sure the 
public service vehicle is being used in a safe 
and proper way. 

Mr Phillips said: “He confirmed he did not 


have an operator’s licence in his name and 
was displaying his brother-in-law’s licence.” 

Parveez, of Rosamond Street, Palfrey, 
admitted operating a public service vehicle 
without an operator’s licence during yester¬ 
day’s hearing. 

Mr Mohammed Fiaz, defending, said 
Hotline Minibuses had been running for a 
number of years and previously the owner 
and proprietor of the business was Mr 
Hanif, Parveez’s brother-in-law. 

He said the role Parveez previously had 
was as a transport manager and he had not 
been involved in the ownership. He told the 


court that Mr Hanif decided not to carry on 
his role in the firm six months ago, allowing 
Parveez to take on the more senior post. 

“When that did happen, he did not change 
the operator’s licence to his name,” Mr Fiaz 
said. 

He added that Parveez had ‘overlooked’ 
the issue and the firm had now lost the 
minibus hire contract with the school, 
costing the business a significant sum of 
money. 

Mr Fiaz said Parveez hoped to get an oper¬ 
ator’s licence soon. He was fined £165, with 
£159 costs and a £20 victim surcharge. 


Like mother, like daughter 
as beauties beat the bullies

LINDA Peach could understand 
what her daughter Charlotte was 
going through when bullies gave 
her a tough time at school - she 
too had suffered the same cruel 
taunts. 

Both mother and daughter were teased 
over being straight A students who took part 
in extra curricular activities. But they each 
the last laugh over their tormenters when 
went on to land beauty queen titles. 

Charlotte, aged 20, suffered years of cruel 
taunts about her looks and straight-A 
grades by bullies who teased her for being 
intelligent. They also branded her “tree- 
trunk legs”, a “big-boobed bimbo” and a 
“Jordan wannabe”. 

The abuse got so bad throughout her 
teenage years that police were called after 
cyber-bullies targeted her on Facebook and 
vandalised her parent’s home in Hammer- 
wich. 

But she defiantly went on to achieve six 
A*s and 5 As at GCSE, and two As and a B 
at A-level to get a place at the University of 
Birmingham. 

Brains 

Her glamorous mother Linda, 53, was also 
subjected to similar teenage anguish by 
jealous girls who teased her about her brains 
and beauty in the 70s. 

Maths ace Charlotte followed in her 
mum’s footsteps when was named Miss 
Undergraduate at university - some 38 
years since Linda was named Miss Pelsall in 
her home town in Walsall in 1975. 

Charlotte said: “I never let the bullies get 
me down and luckily I rose above it all. I’ve 
made some true friends for life since I joined 
uni - and I’ve finally been able to feel confi¬ 
dent in myself. 

“I’ve got my mum to thank for it, as we’ve 
both stayed pretty grounded and to a 
uncanny extent mirrored each other’s lives. 

“The bullies called me things like ‘tree- 
trunk legs’ and they called me Jordan 
because I used to wear short dresses and 
make-up, as well as the other obvious com¬ 
parison which they drew. 

“It go to the point where they egged my 
mum’s car and ripped up the flower bed, we 
had to get the police in and they asked 
whether we wanted to push harassment 
charges. But I just wanted them to stop. 

“It was mostly online - they wouldn’t say 
anything to my face, they just pretended I 


was invisible and completely ignored me. It 
was a living hell.” 

Both mother and daughter’s teenage 
years were tainted with anguish as they suf¬ 
fered cruelty at the hands of bullies. 

Charlotte spent her secondary school life 
at Chasetown Specialist Sports College 
shunned for being too intelligent and teased 
for taking part in public speaking debates 
and playing piano. 

Single mum-of-two Linda, a bank worker, 
also suffered the same fate at the hands of 
teenage girls during her school-life at Pelsall 
Comprehensive during the 70s. She added: 


“Charlotte didn’t fit into the crowd of the 
popular girls who dated the school football 
team but also wasn’t your traditional geeky 
pupil either. 

“She was just in the middle and suffered 
for it. 

“It’s easy to say as a mother they were 
jealous of her but it is plain to see that’s 
what it was. 

“She got a whole deluge of abuse that just 
broke her heart. She actually believed she 
was fat and ugly. 

“As a family it was a horrific time for us. 
We got to the point we didn’t want to go on

holiday because we didn’t want to leave the 
house. I knew how she felt to an extent, 
although nowhere near as badly because I 
was teased for winning the beauty contest. 

“People said ‘who do you think are?’ and 
would be pretty cruel to me. But I only did it 
to make up the numbers. 

“But without mobile phones and Face- 
book, I was quite fortunate in comparison as 
it always stopped when I got home.” 

Charlotte, who won a holiday to Ibiza as 
part of her beauty pageant victory, added: 
“At least we can both say now we’ve had the 
last laugh.”

Theatre managing director who 
attracted record audiences 
dies at the age of 83.

IN his time Humphrey Stan¬ 
bury brought many changes 
to Wolverhampton’s Grand 
Theatre and gained a reputa¬ 
tion for bringing record audi¬ 
ences through the doors. 

He took the helm in 1970 and his job 
as managing director saw him plan¬ 
ning which shows and acts would take 
to the stage at the theatre. He was also 
a former general manager at the 
Birmingham Rep Theatre where he 
worked on and off for around 20 years. 

Tributes have been pouring in for 
Humphrey Stanbury, who has died at the 
age of 83. 

Significant 

Having attending theatre school as a 
youngster, Mr Stanbury, a father of two 
from Kinver, joined the Rep in 1949 and 
held a number of positions including elec¬ 
trician, stage manager and box office 
manager before working his way up to 
becoming the general manager. 

When he joined the Grand, he made a 
number of significant changes to the pro¬ 
gramming and theatre building, which was 
at that time badly in need of modernisa¬ 
tion. 

By the end of his decade-long spell in 
charge, the theatre was attracting some of 
the biggest names in show business at that 
time including David Jason, Margot 
Fonteyn, John Inman, Derek Jacobi and 
Sid Little. 

Among Mr Stanbury’s most fondly 
remembered productions were the numer¬ 
ous pantomimes he staged including one 
very memorable performance of Robinson

Crusoe in 1974 which featured four real 
lions on stage. 

His son Thom, 45, who also works in 
the industry as an administrative direc¬ 
tor at London’s Queen’s Theatre, said 
his father was also proud of the fact he 
got the national ballet and opera com¬ 
panies to perform at the Grand. 

He said: “Theatre really caught his 
imagination. 

“As a youngster, I remember we 


would travel miles to see a show. I think 
he found it very satisfying.” 

Kate Evans, spokeswoman for the 
Grand, said: “His unique contribution 
to the theatre’s development has 
earned him a very special place both in 
the venue’s own history and in the 
memories of patrons and staff members 
fortunate enough to be part of the 
theatre community during this exciting 
and pivotal time.” 


After leaving the Grand, Mr Stan¬ 
bury started a stage flying effects 
company based in his garage in Kinver 
that focused mostly on supplying and 
installing the equipment. 

He ran that for 15 years before retir¬ 
ing. 

Away from the world of theatre Mr 
Stanbury was a bee keeper in his spare 
time - a hobby maintained until a few 
years ago.

increase fuel allowance 


THE winter fuel allowance has 
been eroded by energy price hikes. 

Four years ago the winter fuel 
allowance paid for three months gas 
and electricity for those able to claim it, 
pensioners etc. 

The average dual fuel bill in 2009/10 
was £800, so the allowance paid for the 
three worst cold months of the year. 

Today the average dual fuel annual 
bill is £1,200, so the £200 winter fuel 
allowance only pays for two months 
gas and electric. 

The continuous price hikes of gas 
and electric has reduced the buying 


power of £200 by one third. Why hasn’t 
our government restored the balance? 
The winter fuel allowance should be 
£300 today, to pay for the three coldest 
months of the year. After all this is the 
reason it was introduced. 

Following the recent budget many 
people will lose a little, but pensioners 
are taking a big hit. Not just with esca¬ 
lating fuel bills but with the ‘Bedroom 
Tax’. 

This has been, and is still, a hard 
winter. 

The pensioners’ winter fuel 
allowance paid for December and 
January’s bills but not February and 


March, which have been very cold 
months this year. 

Pensioners are going to die of cold, at 
this very minute, because the govern¬ 
ment has not ‘index-linked’ winter fuel 
allowances to energy price rises. 

Last year more than 18,000 cold 
related deaths were recorded in this 
country, I fear this year it will be a 
great deal more. 

Pensioners, who account for a large 
section of our society, should remem¬ 
ber this at the next General Election.

Neighbour defies order 
by harassing pensioner 


A DRUG addict who was 
jailed for harassing a Walsall 
pensioner into giving him his 
£9,000 life savings has admit¬ 
ted pestering his elderly 
neighbour again. 

Richard Featherstone, aged 35, of 
Whitehall Road, Palfrey, admitted 
breaching a restraining order against 
Richard Williams, 81, after he asked 
him for more money and made phone 
calls to his house. 

Walsall Magistrates’ Court heard 
Featherstone was sent to prison last 
December after preying on Mr Will¬ 
iams and persuading him into giving 
him thousands of pounds of his life 
savings. 

Featherstone went to Mr Williams’s 


house on March 24 and asked for £70 to 
pay for vets bills, Mrs Maggie Meakin, 
prosecuting, said. But in reality the 
father-of-one spent the money on crack 
cocaine. 

A statement from Mr Williams read 
to the court said: “I have suffered for 
the past four years from harassment 
and nuisance. He has demanded 
money. I feel vulnerable. I give him the 
money to get rid of him. 

Blatant 

“It has been constant for four years 
and he has had more or less all my 
money.” Mrs Meakin said Mr Williams 
suffered from ill health and heart prob¬ 
lems. 

She said Featherstone was causing 
him “significant psychological harm”. 

“He has shown a blatant disregard to 


the restraining order,” she said. Mr 
Andrew Chowdhury, defending, said 
his client was suffering from the news 
his four-year-old son Jack had been 
diagnosed with meningitis. 

He said Featherstone had never been 
violent to the victim or threatened 
him. 

The court heard Featherstone had 
taken an overdose two days before 
going to the victim’s house and that he 
had tried to end his own life. 

“He has a very chaotic life,” Mr 
Chowdhury said. “He has a crack 
cocaine habit and his partner is dis¬ 
abled after the epidural needles 
snapped while she was giving birth.” 

Magistrates ordered Featherstone to 
appear for sentence at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court on April 10. He was 
remanded in custody.

All-day ban on loading 
delivers shock to shops

NEW signs have gone up in 
Willenhall in a bid to stop the 
long-running problem of cars 
driving through the town 
centre. 

But some shopkeepers claim they 
will prove bad for business as they do 
not allow time slots for deliveries. 

Traders in Cross Street said they 
were shocked when the signs were put 
up in the street banning loading at any 
time. 

Businesses including a butcher and a 
baker said it would make life tougher 
for them as they will not be able to get 
stock to their shops as easily. 

They are calling on council chiefs to 
introduce a time for loading . 

Matthew Butler, from the 100-year- 
old Butler’s Butchers, said: “These 
signs have suddenly gone up saying no 
loading at any time. 

“Me being a butcher’s shop, I have to 
have deliveries of stock. In Market 
Place, the shops have time allocated for 
deliveries. 

Heavy 

“Cross Street seems to be the forgot¬ 
ten street of Willenhall yet again.” 

Mr Butler said the majority of the 
businesses in Cross Street relied on 
deliveries of stock. 

Atefah Dortaj, who runs Imperial 
Cake, said she now faces lugging heavy 
bags of flour and caster sugar from her 
car to the shop. 

She said: “We also make wedding 
cakes in the shop - it’s not the kind of 
thing you can carry through the town 
centre. 

“I have contacted Walsall Council 
and asked them to give us some flexi¬ 
bility and introduce certain hours 
when we can load and unload.” 

The baker, who has run the business 
since 2011, said she had also found 
someone to rent the empty shop unit 


next to hers. But on hearing about the 
new restrictions, there were now 
doubts over whether the lease would go 
ahead. It was planned for a cafe and 
pizza takeaway. 

“These restrictions could end up 
being very bad for business,” she said. 

Calls have long been made for action 
to be taken in Willenhall town centre 


amid fears cars driving through it are 
putting lives at risk, especially on 
market days. 

The signs have been aimed at stop¬ 
ping drivers from passing through 
Cross Street, Market Place, Stafford 
Street and Wolverhampton Street. 

No-one was available for comment at 
Walsall Council.

From T-shirt to toboggan weather

FROM glorious warm sunshine to biting cold - what a dif¬ 
ference a year makes.

Last year’s sunbathers are wrapped up indoors as snow 
blankets the area, transforming the scene into one resem¬ 
bling a Christmas card. Forecasters have warned Britain’s 
‘big freeze’ will last until at least the middle of April. 


Amo more pub revamp 
schemes are submitted 


A FORMER watering hole at 
the heart of Willenhall town 
centre and an empty pub in 
Walsall have become the 
latest in a string across the 
borough that are poised to be 
redeveloped. 

The Barrel & Shive pub in Market 
Place, Willenhall, which shut in 
December, is earmarked to be con¬ 
verted into a flat and shop, creating 
two jobs. 

The Hatherton Arms, at the corner 
of Butts Road and Lichfield Street, 
Walsall, could be transformed into 
four, two-bedroom apartments under 
proposals lodged with Walsall Council. 


The upper floors of the old Willenhall 
pub have recently been converted to 
apartments. The shop would open on 
the ground floor, with a new flat at the 
rear. 

The four apartments are earmarked 
for the former Hatherton Arms. 

Leases 

A report, submitted with the plan¬ 
ning application, reads: “Our propos¬ 
als aim to bring back to life this vacant 
building preserving its architectural 
and economic merits within the con¬ 
servation area.” 

St Matthews Councillor Mohammed 
Arif said it would be good to see the 
building being given a new lease of life 
before it falls victim to vandalism. He 


added: “The Hatherton Arms was 
quite an established meeting place for 
locals and the local neighbourhood 
watch group. 

“It will be good to see it being 
brought back into use before it gets 
vandalised and set on fire, like Mellish 
Road Methodist Church which was 
opposite it.” 

Plans have already been lodged to 
turn the Old Kings Arms, Palfrey, into 
stores. It followed proposals to convert 
the derelict Brown Jug and The British 
Oak, Willenhall, into a convenience 
store and supermarket. 

A scheme was recently lodged to 
transform the town’s oldest pub, The 
Bell Inn, Market Place, in a £300,000 
regeneration project.

Plan to tear down and replace 
a dilapidated parade of shops 


A PARADE of dilapidated 
shops in Walsall town centre 
will be tom down to make 
way for a new complex to 
encourage businesses to 
take up a unit, under new 
plans. 

The two-storey building in Broad¬ 
way currently consists of three shops 
on the ground floor and two apart¬ 
ments on the first floor. 

The 1930s property would be demol¬ 
ished and three retail units and five 
apartments would be built in its place 
under a scheme that could create jobs. 

It would be the latest facelift for the 


area after a new Co-op store opened on 
the corner of Hawes Road and the 
nearby post office moved in. 

A report lodged with the planning 
application to Walsall Council says the 
building is in need of “much mainte¬ 
nance” and a decision has been made to 
rebuild it to modern standards and 
introduce more apartments. 

Attractive 

There has been a variety of tenants 
in the shops over the years, which have 
most recently been used as a Chinese 
takeaway, sandwich shop and florist. 

No businesses have yet been lined up 
to take over the proposed units but it is 
thought that modernising the building 


will make it more attractive to poten¬ 
tial tenants. 

Gary Dearden, the agent acting on 
behalf of the applicant, said: “The 
current property is quite dilapidated. 
The apartments are tired and need 
renovating. 

“There has been a high turnover in 
the shops. Having a more modern facil¬ 
ity is more saleable.” 

There would be one three-bedroom 
apartment, three two-bedroom apart¬ 
ments and a single one-bedroom flat. 
Car parking would also be provided. 

The planning application is due to be 
decided by Walsall Council in the 
coming months.

FACTORY fashions from days 
gone by have been put on show at 
a Walsall Museum. 

Clothes worn by women as they worked in 
Walsall’s many factories and workshops are 
now on display at the town’s museum. 

Overalls, pinafores and aprons won by 
women from down the decades are the focus 
of the latest exhibition, called Factory Girls. 

Dress-like overalls of the 1920s are on 
show, alongside the classic cross-over pinny 
styles of the 1930s and 1940s. Visitors will 
also see the nylon jacket styles which were 
popular in the 1960s and 1970s. 

Catherine Lister, from the museum, said: 
“It is quite rare that clothes are in such good 
condition as this, especially because it’s 
workwear. It’s nice to see them on show and 
it may bring back memories for some visi¬ 
tors. 

“People will identify with these clothes 
having worked in factories and having to 
wear protective clothing.” 

Selling 

She added despite the fact it was work- 
wear, the designs were often colourful and 
bright. Women often took great pride in 
their overalls, with bright colours and floral 
prints all the rage. 

Many of the clothes come from the 
Hodson collection, a haul of garments recov¬ 
ered from an old shop in New Road, Willen- 
hall. 

Edith and Flora Hodson opened a shop in 
the front room of their family home selling 
their wares between the 1920s and 1960s. 

Their unsold stock now acts as an impor¬ 
tant testament to the everyday fashions of 
the people of the Black Country. 

Later items of factory clothing have come 
from the museum’s vast collection. 

Some items, including a coat style overall 
from the Second World War worn in a 
factory which made helmets, have been 
donated to the museum. Factory Girls is on 
show until June 12 and can be seen on the

QUALITY CARE IN A FAMILY SETTING 
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Dogs kept in appalling state 


A COUPLE have appeared in 
court for keeping their two 
dogs in “appalling” condi¬ 
tions - one of which was 
found in an emaciated state 
at their Walsall home. 

Dean Ball, aged 24, and Gemma 
Elson, 23, of Church Street, Bloxwich, 
appeared at Walsall Magistrates Court 
for neglecting their two female 
Staffordshire bull terriers. 

Police came across the animals when 
they were called to the house last 
October in response to concerns. 

Ablack and white dog was found 
emaciated and it was clear the welfare 


of a brindle coloured dog had been neg¬ 
lected, the court heard last week. Mrs 
Gaynor Sutton, prosecuting on behalf 
of the RSPCA, said: “The conditions in 
which they were found were 
appalling.” 

Police seized the dogs and handed 
them over to the RSPCA, and they 
were then taken to a vet. 

Waiting 

Mrs Sutton said the weight of the 
black and white dog had dropped to 
8.5kg, but within six weeks the animal 
had gained 40 per cent of her body 
weight back by being fed properly. 

Both dogs were also dewormed and 
are now waiting to be rehomed. Ball 


and Elson both spoke only to confirm 
their names, addresses and dates of 
birth. Each admitted a charge of 
causing unnecessary suffering to the 
black and white dog by failing to act to 
address the animal’s weight loss. 

The charges dated back to between 
September 26 and October 10 last year. 

They each also pleaded guilty to two 
charges of failing to ensure the welfare 
of both dogs between September 12 
and October 10 . 

The case was adjourned and the 
couple are due to be brought back to 
Walsall Magistrates Court on May 7 to 
be sentenced. 

They were both released on uncondi¬ 
tional bail.

A WALSALL-BASED portable toilet firm has been handed 
a court bill of more than £25,000 after polluted waste was 
dumped in a river, killing more than 300 fish. 

Orchid Investments Ltd in Aldridge dumped the chemi¬ 
cal toilet waste into a tributary of the River Avon at Long 
Marston Airfield, near Stratford-upon-Avon, without 
having an environmental permit, Leamington Magistrates 
Court heard.

Normally, sealed plastic 
holding tanks would be used 
to contain the effluent 
during the event, prior to the 
removal off site to a sewage 
treatment works.

It killed fish, including 
roach, perch and dace.

“We co-operated fully to 
assist in the clean-up opera¬ 
tion and paid the Environ¬ 
ment Agency for their costs.

POLICE want to speak to these 10 men after 
violence erupted on the streets of Walsall 
during a protest by the English Defence 
League. 

Officers have spent hours trawling through CCTV 
footage of the disorder, which broke out in the town centre 
on September 29 last year. 

It comes after police carried out early morning raids last 
week, arresting eight people on suspicion of public order 
offences. 

Homes in Walsall, Brownhills, West Bromwich, Tipton 
and Hateley Heath were all targeted. 


Six men have been charged with violent disorder and two 
have been bailed pending further inquiries. 

Detective Inspector Pete Dunn said: “The majority of the 
people attending these demonstrations were law abiding, 
however, small numbers of people decided to get embroiled 
in disorder and ultimately there were a few ugly scenes.” 

He said 30 people were arrested on the day and some had 
been convicted of public order offences. 

“The message to people intent on bringing violence to the 
streets of the West Midlands when attending such events is 
clear - we will not tolerate disorder,” he added. 

“The force takes a hard line against anyone who comes to 
the West Midlands and brings violence to our streets,

whether it be in the name of an organisation or just for dev¬ 
ilment. If you commit such crimes we will track you down 
and ultimately you will be brought before the courts.” 

Some police officers and protestors suffered minor 
injuries during the protest by the EDL and a counter 
demonstration group. Up to 1,000 people are said to have 
descended on the town. 

Chief Superintendent Dave Sturman said a great deal of 
mediation went on with the groups involved before the 
event. “We recognise that the people of Walsall were both 
concerned and inconvenienced on the day and we hope that 
residents are reassured by our continuing efforts to bring 
those involved in disorder in the town to justice,” he added.

Sir Henry Newbolt, honoured with a plaque on the side of 
Barclay’s Bank, Lichfield Street, Bilston, was a poet best 
remembered for his 1892 work Vitai Lampada, in which a 
future soldier learns about the selfless commitment to 
duty while playing cricket at school. He was the son of the 
vicar of St Mary’s Church, the Rev Henry Francis Newbolt, 
and his second wife, Emily.

Rowland Hill’s plaque Sir Rowland Hill 

Sir Rowland Hill is honoured with a plaque in Lichfield 
Street, Wolverhampton. Born in Kidderminster, he 
moved to Wolverhampton as a child. He campaigned 
for a comprehensive reform of the postal system, 
based on the concept of penny postage and prepay¬ 
ment and is regarded as the creator of the modern 
postal service. 



The Mander plaque Benjamin Mander 

Benjamin Mander, who was born in 1752 and died in 1819, 
founded a japanning and varnish manufacturing company 
with his brother John in 1773. The business became one 
of the leading varnish manufacturers. The company later 
built the Mander Centre, where his plaque is mounted and 
the family name is now inextricably linked to the city of 
Wolverhampton. 


Button Gwinnett 



Button Gwinnett lived in Wolverhampton and married 
his wife Ann at St Peter’s Church in the city in 1757. He 
later moved to America where he became involved in 
politics, and was one of the signatories of the US Dec¬ 
laration of Independence. His plaque can be seen in 
Exchange Street, Wolverhampton. 


Society that helps put 
local history on a plate 


SUHAIL Rana is a man with a 
lot on his plate at the 
moment. Or more precisely, 
that should be plates. 

As chairman of Wolverhampton 
Civic Society, he is the ultimate custo¬ 
dian of the 90 blue plaques which 
adorn various parts of the city, but his 
work is far from complete. 

“At the moment we have got around 
half a dozen plaques waiting to go up, 
one of them will be for the Rotary Club 
of Wolverhampton, that’s something 
in progress, which we are hoping to put 
up outside the Britannia Hotel.” 

It seems that while there is a ques¬ 
tion about the future of the original

blue-plaque scheme in London, 
Wolverhampton’s version of the 
project, launched by the society’s Rudi 
Herbert in 1983, is in rude health. 

Not only are there plenty of sponsors 
willing to stump up the £500 cost of 
having a plaque installed, the society 
has also secured funding for a mobile 
phone app, which will allow people to 
access detailed information about the 
plaques’ subjects as they walk around 
the town. 

“There are always quite a few calls 
for people to be honoured,” says Mr 
Rana. “The sponsorship usually 
comes from the families or companies 
concerned.” There are now around 90 


blue plaques dotted around Wolver¬ 
hampton which, outside Birmingham, 
is by far the most popular such scheme 
around the West Midlands. 

“I think the people of Wolverhamp¬ 
ton are very proud of their city,” says 
Mr Rana. “It had many famous facto¬ 
ries like Sunbeam, and people want to 
celebrate it. 

Express & Star founder Thomas 
Graham was the first man to be hon¬ 
oured in Wolverhampton, with his 
plaque on display outside the newspa¬ 
per’s offices in Queen Street. Other 
luminaries include industrialist Ben¬ 
jamin Mander, and Button Gwinnett 
who was one of the signatories on the 
US Declaration of Independence. 



Queen Victoria’s visit to Wolverhampton is remem¬ 
bered with this plaque on the side of the HSBC bank in 
Queen Square. The Queen came to the town in 1866 to 
unveil a statue built in memory of her husband Prince 
Albert. The landmark statue of Prince Albert on horse¬ 
back can still be seen in Queen Square in the city 
centre.

Stern minister loved by his flock 



The tablet put up in Christ Church, Lye 


HIS freshness of heart and youth¬ 
fulness of spirit led him to love 
and sympathise, especially with 
young men in whose service he 
spent himself and for whose sake 
he counted not his life dear that 
he might win them to Christ. 

So reads the inscription on a tablet dedi¬ 
cated to the Rev Janies Bromley in Christ 
Church, Lye, which this year celebrates its 
200th anniversary 

The few surviving historical documents 
from the period suggest the inhabitants 
were not exactly renowned for their hospi¬ 
tality, and the presence of a clergyman was 
not a welcome one. 

In fact, Mr Bromley’s predecessor, the 
not-so-popular Melsup Hill, is said to have 
been stoned out of the village by infuriated 
residents. 

At this time the main industries of the 
area were nail-making, chain-making and 
coal mining and Mr Bromley arrived in 1844 
into this harsh, industrial climate with 
strong views about how people should go 
about their daily lives. 

Yet his methods clearly struck a chord 
with the populace. One of his first notable 
acts was to rescue two miners from drown-

ing - a deed that immediately won the 
hearts of the people of Lye. 

Mr Bromley set about the monumental 
task of attempting to civilise his unruly 
flock. Parishioners were taken down to the 
River Stour and shown how to bathe, and 
taught table manners while sharing food in 
his home. 

The minister was a staunch advocate of 
abstinence, and despite his frail stature he 
would take stern measures to enforce this 
restraint when necessary. 

He was known to enter local hostelries 
and drag out unsuspecting church members 
who had reverted to their drunken ways. 

Response 

One tale in the memoirs of his successor, 
the Rev David Robertson, recounts him 
striking a church member across the back 
with his cane after seeing him playing the 
fool in the street. 

The young man’s response was to visit the 
priest the next morning and thank him! 

Mr Bromley’s dedication is probably best 
exemplified by his daily ritual of rising at 
4am to hold services and preach to miners 
on their way to work. At a time when educa¬ 


tional institutions were a rarity, he also 
acted as a teacher to the young men of Lye 
in an effort to stop them from hanging 
around in the streets. 

During the early years of his tenure he 
increased the capacity of the church, 
making seating available for more than 
1,000 parishioners - a quite remarkable 
figure when you consider the population of 
Lye was around 4,000 at the time. 

Sadly, Mr Bromley died suddenly in his 
chair in December 19,1865 after 21 years of 
devoted service, leaving a widow and 10 chil¬ 
dren. He was aged 54. 

In a poignant twist, his sermon the previ¬ 
ous Sunday was based on the text from 
Hebrews 11:4 from the King James Bible: 
“He being dead, yet speaketh.” 

Those words can still be seen to this day, 
carved on his tombstone outside the front of 
Christ Church. 

The high esteem with which his congrega¬ 
tion held him in was shown by the fact that 
almost £3,000 was raised for his family, at a 
time when the living wage was only £240 per 
year. 

This figure would equate to around 
£175,000 today.

Boxing match sets 
the alarm bells ringing 


T here’s nothing like a good, old- 
fashioned reunion, is there? At 
first glance, The Security Men 
doesn’t seem to be contain one, but 
if you look a little deeper, there are a 
couple... 

Initially, you may think that the 
pairing of Caroline Aherne and 
Bobby Ball is a strange one. 

Okay, so they’re both well-known for 
their collaborations with others - 
Ball with his long-standing 
comedy partner Tommy Cannon 
and Aherne most notably with Craig 
Cash, with whom she created The 
Royle Family - but their comedy 
styles have little in common. 

But they’re together for this new 
offering, and not for the first time 
either - their first collaboration came 
with The Fattest Man in Britain, 
which aired in 2009. 

That one-off comedy drama also 
featured Brendan O’Carroll, who 
appears here too, and was 
co-written by Aherne and Joe Pope; 
they’ve created this series, for which 
ITV’s head honchos have very high 
hopes indeed. ITV’s director of 
entertainment and comedy Elaine 
Bedell says of it: “We’re absolutely 


delighted to be working with 
Caroline and Jeff, two writers at the 
top of their game. 

“I’m a huge fan of both and 
believe together they have created 
some of the best comedy scripts for 
television. 

“Combined with the talent and wit 
of our cast, The Security Men is a 
very fresh and exciting project for 
ITV.” 

Sadly Aherne won’t be acting in 
the series, but Ball and O’Carroll will 
be joined on screen by Paddy 
McGuinness, Peter Wight and Dean 
Andrews. 

The plot of each episode focuses 
on the working lives of security 
guards working the night shift at a 
fictional Manchester shopping 
centre called The Whittington. 

The guards are supposed to 
spend their time making sure the 
place is safe and burglar-free; in 
reality, they’re a bunch of work-shy 
individuals who would prefer to 
avoid working at all - in fact, they 
expend far more energy avoiding 
the watchful eye of their boss than 
they do carrying out their duties. 


The first episode sees them 
desperate to watch a televised 
boxing match, and think they’ve 
worked out a way to make it 
possible - if they switch off the 
alarms they can enter an electrical 
store and simply watch the bout on 
one of its big-screen, surround- 
sound, state-of-the-art TVs. 

What can possibly go wrong? 

Well, as you may have guessed, an 
awful lot in a very short space of 
time... 

If The Security Men takes off, will 
this mean the end of The Royle 
Family? Aherne hasn’t made a 
decision on that, but seeing as 
the last few Christmas specials 
featuring the layabout clan have 
been rather disappointing, few 
would be sad to say farewell to them 
- and perhaps the writer/director/ 
actress could use a fresh start with 
new characters 

This is her first new comedy 
series for more than a decade, 
since the short-lived Dossa and Joe 
in 2002, and she could probably use 
a hit. Let’s hope The Security 
Guards is it - and is worth waiting 
for. _

Well, no, but it turns out he did have 
an interest in the alchemy, heretical religion and 
the occult. His more controversial obsessions 
were glossed over in the wake of his death to 
protect his reputation, but when economist John 
Maynard Keynes bought Newton’s papers in 
1936, the truth began to emerge - and this 
documentary offers further insights into a 
complicated man.

No time for a siesta in this Fiesta

PICTURE the scene; ahead of you is 
a ribbon of road stretching to the far 
horizon with tempting corners and 
nobody else about. Do you take the 
‘dream’ Lamborghini or Ford’s new 
zesty Fiesta? 


The Lambo, of course. Or perhaps not. The 
road is rather narrow and there are enough 
nasty surfaces (the odd pothole too) to make the 
Italian rocket feel big and a bit fragile. 

So you don your sensible hat and jump into 
the Fiesta ST, latest in a line of entertaining 
small Fords that started with the XR2 in 1981 
and soon became the nation’s favourite hot 
hatch. 

Nothing much is likely to change 32 years 
later, with the UK set to take 5,000 ST Fiestas 
annually, around half of European sales 
overall. Yes, we still love a quick, affordable 


Ford. 

And affordable the new baby with attitude 
really is. 

There are two versions, the plainly titled ST 
at £16,795 and the better equipped ST2 at 
£17,795, both of them clearly undercutting 
obvious rivals from the likes of Renault and ( 
soon) Peugeot. 

Powering the ST is a potent 182 horsepower, 
1.6 litre turbo petrol engine that promises 
decent economy when you’re not enjoying that 
sinuous snake of Tarmac mentioned above. 

But what marks the newcomer out isn’t its 
outright performance, but the compelling way 
it refuses to turn into a springless skateboard 
when the road turns from billiard table smooth 
to B-road brittle. 

Engineering 

It’s a genuine engineering achievement to 
produce a car that’s so much fun, practically 
wherever you happen to be. 

The Lamborghini, on the other hand, will 
turn all pouty at the first sign of a speedbump, 
never mind a width restrictor or the crawl to 
work in the morning. 

On paper, there’s nothing magic about the 
ST. 

It could be one of many small hatches 
designed to add a dash of spice to everyday 
driving.What sets the car apart (and Ford has 
form in this department) is the obvious atten¬ 
tion to the smallest detail that other car makers 
give up on sooner. 

You can’t tell by looking, you have to take a 
Fiesta ST for a longish drive, where the supple 
but sporty suspension, perfectly weighted 


steering and brakes that practically start a 
conversation with your right foot will have you 
wanting more. 

What you can tell by looking is that the ST 
stands out from its softer siblings, thanks to a 
bold honeycomb radiator grille, large rear 
spoiler and twin exhausts. 

There are big alloy wheels, tinted glass and a 
slightly lower stance too. Inside, you’ll find 
grippy front seats in cloth as the main marker 
that here is a car designed to corner quickly. 

A heated windscreen (which is just magic on 
those frosty mornings) and a DAB radio are 


standard too. Pay your extra £1,000 for an ST2 
and you add heated and part leather seats, a 
better sound system, darkened glass for rear 
seat passengers and a button to start the 
engine, with the key left in your pocket. 

Both versions share a dashboard that was 
clearly inspired by mobile phones but looks a 
bit old hat and cluttered, but there’s no denying 
the quality of everything you can see and touch. 
And you certainly won’t be trying to tune the 
radio when you’re having so much fun produc¬ 
ing a different sort of music from beneath the 
bonnet.

Prices look set to rocket 


FIRST, the good news. Within 
a year or two, you’ll be able to 
buy ordinary cars with all 
kinds of drivetrains designed 
to fit exact day-to-day needs 
and driving styles. 

The chief undercurrent at this 
year’s Geneva Motor Show was that of 
drivetrain expansion, where normal, 
everyday and production-ready cars 
are now powered not just by petrol, 
diesel and electricity but myriad com¬ 
binations of the three, plus natural gas, 
hydrogen and even human faeces. 

And herein lies the bad news. In the 
quest for every last mile per gallon, bil¬ 
lions of pounds are being spent, and 
because the drivetrain solutions are so 
varied and technical (just look at how 
complex even ordinary internal com¬ 
bustion engines have become), the 
likely production runs will have to be 
smaller to accommodate the variety. 

That means prices are going to 
rocket, again. 

Back in 2005, the Volkswagen Golf 
GTi, arguably the finest all-round car 
there was, went on sale for less than 


£20,000. When the 2013 model arrives 
it could cost almost £30,000 as a five- 
door, depending on how sterling does 
against the euro, and that near-50 per 
cent increase is for a normal car in just 
eight years. 

But Volkswagen has also developed 
petrol-electric hybrids, diesel-electric 
hybrids, plug-in hybrids, range-exten¬ 
der hybrids, electric-only drivetrains, 
natural gas-burning techniques and 
more besides. 

Different 

Each will suit a different kind of 
driving, and if people buy the right one 
for them it means that sales will be 
spread across many different and inde¬ 
pendently expensive propulsion 
systems. 

Production volumes will be compar¬ 
atively low for each, and prices there¬ 
fore have to be higher to recoup the 
development costs. 

What’s the point of saving £25 per 
thousand miles when your car is 
costing £100 more every month just to 
own? It’s complete nonsense and ulti¬ 
mately self-destructive for the indus¬ 


try. Recent surveys have shown that 
young Europeans, especially those in 
cities, are turning away from car own¬ 
ership altogether because it’s just too 
expensive. 

Neat, modern car rental systems like 
Zipcar give them the chance to forget 
car ownership but still drive if they 
need to, and if that trend keeps 
expanding then car manufacturers are 
going to fall victim to a colossal global 
crash that will see hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of jobs axed, national economies 
crippled and the only remaining car 
brand as Dacia. 

It’s simple economics and the Euro¬ 
pean Parliament is mostly to blame. By 
forcing manufacturers to reduce C02 
so quickly, they’re actually forcing 
prices skywards as the task gets harder 
and harder. 

And all the time fewer and fewer 
people will actually want, or be able, to 
pay for a car. 

The car industry is in danger of 
biting off more than it can chew. It’s 
time for Europe to recognise the need 
to keep car prices down for its own 
good.

Super Saddlers find 
the belief to succeed 


Walsall 4 Coventry 0 


NOW it’s all about belief. 

As Walsall routed Coventry on Easter 
Monday a banner hung in the stadium 
which was originally inspired during the 
Great Escape two years ago, writes Nick 
Mashiter. 

It epitomises the feeling within the club, 
from fans, management and players. That 
emotion which has taken them to sit three 
points shy of the League One play-offs with 
four games left. 

The banner read ‘Believe’ and that is 
what the Saddlers must do. 

Belief itself has been in short supply 
during the last five seasons. 

It was there during the final months in 
2010-11 as Walsall survived against the 
odds, returned last year to aid the Saddlers’ 
relegation fight and now it is back to inspire 
for different reasons. 

Generally, though, the majority of fans 
have lacked belief their club could progress 
following years in the shadows until this 
season. 

And, when Jamie Paterson - a boyhood 
Sky Blues fan - stroked in the fourth goal of 
a derby demolition, that belief continued to 
seep into every Walsall pore. 

More than 5,000 Saddlers fans - in a 
season-high crowd of 7,504 - believed. 

A little under five months ago Walsall 
were 19th and three points above the drop 
zone after being hammered 5-1 at Coventry. 

It was a defeat which rankled with the 
team, due to the dubious nature of some 
Coventry goals. 

How times change. Now they go into Sat¬ 
urday’s crunch clash with fourth-placed 
Sheffield United holding not just faint, but 
viable, play-off hopes. 

Dean Smith and his troops dismissed the 
idea of a ‘must-win game’ but victory is 
paramount to catch the leading pack. 

Walsall remain outsiders - like they 
always have been - but having just clinically 
dispatched a former promotion rival to

extend their unbeaten run to 12 games, who 
would bet against them? They may miss out; 
those 13 agonising winless League One 
games earlier could haunt them, but even if 
they do Dean Smith and his band of kids and 
travellers have worked wonders. 

They have restored that belief, brought 
the club back to the people and repaired 
some serious cracks of the past. 

The season has been a success, play-offs 
or not, and the building blocks are already 
ready for next year’s assault. 

Compare Walsall with Coventry and the 
Cyprus government will be on the phone 
begging the prudent Saddlers to resolve 
their cash crisis. 

The Sky Blues are in disarray off the pitch 
but still needed to be dispatched on it. They 
are no mugs and, aside from the opening of 
the second half, Walsall clinically, confi¬ 
dently and coolly destroyed them. 


Coventry were masters of their own 
downfall in the second half after Jordan 
Stewart’s red card, but by then Walsall had 
already gone for the kill. They cruised 
through without 19-goal striker Will Grigg, 
sidelined with hamstring trouble. 

Craig Westcarr bagged the goals which his 
efforts so richly deserved and Paterson’s 
classy double - against the side he supports 
- answered any doubts over whether they 
could cope without Grigg. 

James Baxendale was recalled for Grigg 
to leave Westcarr as the sole frontman and 
the striker flashed an early effort wide 
before Joe Murphy parried Andy Taylor’s 
drive, although the Saddlers were forced to 
wait until the 33rd minute for the opener. 

It came from a predicable source as 
Coventry-born Paterson skipped round two 
challenges to slide the ball in from six yards. 
Callum Ball prodded wide after Sam John¬ 


stone saved from Carl Baker just before the 
break as Coventry briefly threatened. 

Manchester United loanee Johnstone, 
commanding and confident, then turned 
Baker’s header over immediately after the 
restart. But that was the last scare as 
Walsall doubled the lead on 54 minutes 
through Westcarr’s penalty after Baxendale 
was brought down by hapless Aaron Martin. 

Stewart walked after his second yellow 
for taking out the flying Febian Brandy and 
the visitors imploded. They lost their heads 
and when Paterson’s free-kick was beaten 
out by Murphy, Westcarr netted the simplest 
of headers with 16 minutes remaining. 

Paterson completed the rout with a cool 
finish into the bottom corner three minutes 
from time after Westcarr broke clear. 
Revenge over rivals and promotion possible.

An opportunity 
missed by both 
as the scoreline 
takes blank look 

THE result that both teams feared but neither wanted came 
to pass at Huish Park last Friday as League One’s two pro¬ 
motion outsiders cancelled each other out in a goalless draw 
of precious few chances, writes Steve Madeley. 

If Dean Smith’s side miss out on the post-season party by 
a point or two, this might well be one of the games they rue 
the most. 

Two hard-fought away points would, at most stages of the 
season, have represented a solid return for a team who, not 
so long ago, were staring at a relegation battle. 


But, having hauled them¬ 
selves from near the foot of 
the table and mounted the 
unlikeliest of promotion 
charges, Smith and co know 
they cannot draw their way 
into the play-offs. 

They took a gamble by 
pressing leading scorer Will 
Grigg back into action less 
than a fortnight after he suf¬ 
fered a hamstring injury that 
still required heavy strap¬ 
ping. He worked hard but 
looked well short of his pre¬ 
injury sharpness. 

His continued recovery 
could be crucial in the weeks 
ahead, as could the ability of 
widemen Jamie Paterson 
and Febian Brandy to turn 
the decent positions they 
found in Somerset into 
genuine goalscoring oppor¬ 
tunities. 

Purpose 

For 20 minutes at the start 
of the second half, Walsall’s 
force of purpose was such 
that a goal seemed 
inevitable. But only once did 
they force home keeper 
Marek Stech to save his side. 

The Saddlers started 
brightly enough with Craig 
Westcarr delivering an invit¬ 
ing right-wing cross that just 
eluded several team-mates. 
And Paterson showed posi¬ 
tive intent by skipping past 
full-back Luke Ay ling on 10 
minutes but he floated his 
cross into the hands of the 
grateful keeper. 

Moments later Stech flung 
himself to his right to palm 
away a stinging drive by 
Brandy. 

Smith’s men survived 
something of a scare on 25 
minutes when a neat Yeovil 
move sent James Hayter gal¬ 
loping down the left flank. 

He had leading scorer 
Paddy Madden waiting unat¬ 
tended, but his pass was poor 
and Paul Downing was able 
to tidy up for the visitors. 

There was a further worry 
for the Saddlers when young 
keeper Sam Johnstone failed 
to gather a left-wing cross by 
Angelo Balanta, but captain 
Andy Butler was on hand to 
head clear. 

The Saddlers started the 
second half on the front foot

and they went close several 
times. First a jinking run 
down the right by Brandy 
ended with a cross that nar¬ 
rowly evaded Adam Cham¬ 
bers in the box. 

Then a neat move down 
the Saddlers left saw Pater¬ 
son with a chance to shoot 
but the difficult pitch took 
the ball away from him. 

Yeovil screamed for a 
penalty when Hayter went 
down under a challenge from 
Downing but referee Tim 
Robinson was not inter¬ 
ested. 

Yeovil threatened briefly 
when Balanta found himself 
in space on the left and fired 
in a cross-shot that had the 
home crowd excited, but it 
flew past the far post. 

There was more concern 
moments later when the 
home side worked the ball to 
Madden, but Andy Taylor 
made a saving challenge. 

As Yeovil worked their 
way into the game, centre- 
back Byron Webster headed 
just wide, but the Saddlers 
continued to attack with 
purpose and, from a left- 
wing corner, a snap-shot 
from Grigg was tipped over. 

That was as close as either 
side went as both camps 
were left to reflect on an 
opportunity missed.

David Dolan lost a third shot at 
the British crown against Jon-Lewis 
Dickinson in February, while 
English champion China Clarke 
defends against Matty Askin on 
April 20. 

But Keane is content to wait for 
the chance to add to another bona- 


fide national title to the 2009 ABA 
super-heavyweight honours he won 
as an amateur. 

He said: “I am in boxing to become 
a champion and, hopefully, there 
will be bigger and better things for 
me from now on. 

“Everyone has to have their day 
and mine will come. I don’t get both¬ 
ered about recognition and the poli¬ 
tics of boxing, it would just get me 
down. 

“All I can do is train hard, keep on 
fighting and keep on winning. 

“I do my job, that’s what I get paid 


for. But I won’t duck and dive, I will 
fight anybody.” 

McPhilbin had beaten Keane on 
points as an amateur. But he was 
blown away in a pro rematch, by a 
man who is growing into power with 
three stoppages in his last four 
fights. 

Keane said: “I knew I was going to 
beat him, but the style I did it in 
shocked everyone, I think. But it’s 
all on the night, it was my night and 
I managed to knock him out. 

“Shane can box better than that, 
but I got to him and got the win.”
